CAMBODIA AND THAILAND. QUESTION OF SIHANOUK'S RETURN

3. SECRETARY SAID OUR STRATEGY IS TO SUPPORT LON NOL 
GOVERNMENT AND GIVE IT OPPORTUNITY TRANSFORM ITSELF IN 
AN ORDERLY FASHION. WE SEEK TO SAVE PHNOM PENH 
GOVERNMENT OR PROLONG IT AS LONG AS POSSIBLE. 

4. IN REGARD THAILAND, SECRETARY SAID WE INTEND HOLD 
TROOP LEVELS THERE AT LEAST AS HIGH AS THOSE OF MARCH 
1972. ROGER RAJARATNAM SAID US PRESENCE IS THE 
IMPORTANT THING; NUMBERS DO NOT MATTER. 

5. SECRETARY ALSO EXPRESSED HIS HIGH REGARD FOR 
PRIME MINISTER LEE AS ONE OF FEW WORLD LEADERS WHO 
UNDERSTANDS DIFFERENCE BETWEEN TACTICAL AND STRATEGIC 
CONSIDERATIONS. KISSINGER
